So m e o f the facts co nnected with the wo rldwide 
o utbreak o f Asian influenza are no w kno wn. Others 
w ill take tim e to study and evaluate. 
The so -called Asian flu is caused by a particular 
sri ain o f the influenza A virus. This v im s can be 
co nsidered respo nsible fo r the seco nd great pan­ 
dem ic, o r epidem ic, o f the century, the first having 
o ccurred in 1918-19. 


The exact po int o f o rigin o f this wo rldwide epi­ 
dem ic is no t kno wn, hut apparently the first o ut­ 
breaks o ccurred in China in F ebruary and March 
o f 1957. 


By April o f last year epidem ic influenza had ap­ 
peared in Ho ng Ko ng and had spread to o ther areas 
bo rdering the w estern Pacific Ocean. By M ay the 
virus, <airied principally alo ng shipping ro utes, had 
spread 
thro ugh 
M alaya, 
the 
P hilippines, 
Guam , 
Okinawa, India and Indo nesia. 
During J une, 1957, m o re than 20 co untries in var­ 
io us parts o f the wo rld becam e affected with Asian 
influenza fo r the first time, 
It reached the Middle E ast in epidem ic pro po r­ 
tio ns in J uly. By the end o f August the epidem ics 
had declined in m o st co untries o f E astern and W est­ 
ern Asia, but tine epidem ics began being repo rted 
fro m Euro pe and No rth A m erica, 
W idespread o ccurrence o f Asian influenza began 
in the United States in Septem ber, The epidem ics 
in m o st co m m unities affected perso ns o f high scho o l 
age first, then elem entary scho o l pupils and lastly, 
the gro wnups.

Altho ugh it affected peo ple 65 years and o lder 
last o f all, prelim inary repo rts sho wed the highest 
pro po rtio n o f deaths am o ng these o lder m em bers 
o f jo ur so ciety. 
By mid-Octo ber influenza in the United States 
appeared to have reached its peak and is believed 
to have affected at least 20 m illio n perso ns thro ugh­ 
o ut the co untry. 
In less than a year this Asian strain o f influenza 
had attacked peo ple o n every co ntinent, pro bably 
even including A ntarctica. Co nditio ns o f cro wding 
and po verty o ften resulted in high attack rates. 
D eaths caused by Asian influenza did no t reach 
the sam e num bers as tho se caused by the influenza 
o f the 1918-19 epidem ic. N evertheless, m o st co un­ 
tries which kept go o d statistics did reco rd an in­ 
crease in the m o rtality rates, pro bably partly the 
result o f the Asian flu. At this tim e it is still un­ 
certain w hether the pandem ic is o ver o r no t. 
The co m plete effectiveness o f the influenza vac­ 
cine which is no w available is also questio nable. 
Rumo r has it that this vaccine do es no t by any 
m eans 
prevent 
everyo ne 
fro m 
getting 
the 
flu. 
W hether it m akes the d iscase m ilder in tho se who 
have been vaccinated than in tho se who have no t 
w ill do ubtless be repo rted o n at a later date. 
There is no do ubt that m uch valuable info rm a­ 
tio n will be gathered fro m this experience w’hich 
co uld no t have been o btained in influenza pandem ics 
o f the past.

Easier To Borrow, Spend 
It's easier 
today for business 
and individuals to borrow — and 
then spend. It's harder for individ­ 
uals to balance their budgets and 
buy more 
an anti-recession move 
of whose effectiveness there is lit­ 
tle doubt. 


The 
easier 
credit 
move 
was 
started last fall by the Federal 
Reserve 
Board. 
In a 
series of 
moves it has given the banks a 
sizably larger amount of money 
to lend and it has forced interest 
rates down — although it took 
really drastic steps to make the 
banks drop their charges for loans. 
Business and 
individuals have 
been led to the trough of easier 
credit and cheaper money. It is 
still to be seen whether they'll 
drink. 
Business is still borrowing; large 
sums, 
both on short-term loans 
from the banks and on long-term 
issues sold to investors.
